I douot not but ye ilin.ll have more adoe 
to drive our dulled: and lazicft youth, our 
itocks and ftubbs from the infinite defire of 
fuch a happy nurture, then we have now to 
hale and drag our choi (eft: and hopeful left Wits 
to that afinine feaft of fowthiftles and brambles 
which is commonly let before them , as all the 
food and entertainment of their tendereft and 
moft docible age. I call therefore a complcat 
and generous Education that which fits a man 
to perform juftly, skilfully and magnanimoufly 
aH the offices both private and publick of Peace 
and War. And how all this may be done be- 
tween twelve, and one and twenty , 1< (s time 
then is now beftow'd in pure trifling at Gram- 
mar and Sophittry, is to be thus order'd. 

Firft to find out a (patious houfe and ground 
about it fit for an Academy , and big enough 
to lodge a hundred and fifty perfbns } whereof 
twenty or thereabout maybe attendants, all 
under the government of one, who (hall be 
thought of defert'fufficient, and ability either 
to do all, ot wifely to difeft, and overfce it 
done. This place fhonld be at once both 
School and Umvetiitv , not needing a remove 
to any other houlc mi 8choller(bip , except i 
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be fbme peculiar Collcdge of Law, or Phyfick, 
where they mean to be practitioners > bur a 
for thole general ftudies which take up all ou 
time from Lilly to the commencing , as they 
term it , Mafter of Art , it fliould be abfolute. 
After this pattern , as many Edifices may be 
converted to this ufc, as fhall be needful in 
every City throughout this Land, which would 
tend much to the encrcafe of Learning and 
Civility every where. This number, k-fs or 
more thus collected, to the convenience of a 
foot Company, or interchangeably two Troops 
of Cavalry, fliould divide their dales work 
into three parts, as it lies orderly.

Next to make them expert in the 
ufcmlleft points of Grammar, and withall to 
feafon them, and win them early to the love 
of vertue and true labour , ere any flatter- 
ing fedncement , or vain principle fcife them 
wandering , fome eafie and delightful Book of 
Education would be read to them 5 whereof 
the Greeks have (tore, as Ccber, Plutarch y and 
other Socratic difcourfes. But in Latin we have 
none of claflic authority extant, except the two 
or three firft Books of Qjtintilian , and fome 
felecr pieces elfewhere. But here the main 
skill and groundwork will be, to temper them 
-inch Lectures and Explanations upon every 
opportunity , as may lead and draw them in 
willing obedience , enflam'd with the ftudy of 
JLearning , and the admiration of Vertue} 
ftirr'd up with high hopes of living to be brave 
men, and worthy Patriots, dear to God , and 
famous to all ages. That they may defpife and 
lcorn all their childim, and ill-taught qualities, 
to delight in manly, and liberal Exercifes: 
which he who hath the Art, and proper Elo- 
quence to catch them with, what with mild 
and effectual perfwafions , and what with the 
intimation of fome fear, if need be, but chiefly 
by his own example , might in a Ihort fpace 
gain them to an iacredible diligence and cou- 
rage 




rage : infilling into their young brefts fuchan 
ingenuous and noble ardor , as would not fail 
to. make many of them renowned and match- 
lefs men. At the lame time , fome other hour 
of the day, might be taught them the rules of 
Arithmetick , and fbon after the Elements of 
Geometry even playing, as the old manner 
was. After evening repair, till bed-time their 
thoughts will be beft taken up in the eafie 
grounds of Religion , and the ftory of Scrip- 
ture. The next ftep would be to the Authors 

Agriculture, Cato, Varro , and Columella., for 
the matter is mod eafie , and if the language 
be difficult , fo much the better , it is not a 
difficulty above their years. And here will be 
an occafion of inciting and inabling them here- 
after to improve the tillage of their Country, 
to recover the bad Soil ,< and to remedy the 
wafte that is made of g< d : for this was one of 
Hercules praifes. Ere half thefc Authors be 
read (which will loon be with plying hard 
and daily) they cannot chufe but be mailers of 
any ordinary prole. So that it will be then 
feafonable for them to learn in any modern 
; Author , the ufe of the Globes , and all the 
Maps 5 firft with the old names, and then with 
the new : or they might be tfaco capable to 
read any compendious method of natun^hj-

And 
foon after, but with warinefs and good anti- 
dote, it would be wholfome enough to let 
them tafte fome choice Comedies, Greek, Latin 
or Italian : Thofe Tragedies alfo that treat of 
Houfhold matters , ttTtouJfini* * Alceflis, and 
the like. The next remove muft be to the 
ftudy of Politicks to know the beginning, 
end , and reafons of Political Societies 5 that 
they may not in a dangerous fit of the Com- 
mon-wealth be fuch poor , (haken , uncertain 
Reeds, of fach a tottering Confidence, as many 
of our great Counfellers have lately (hewn 
themfclvcs , but ftedfaft pillars of the State. 
After Bus they are to dive into the grounds of 
Law, and legal Juftice* dclivcr'd firft, and
